Ladies  and  Gentlemen} 


I  have  the  hour  to  present  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the 
Borough  for  the  year  1949. 

It  Is  to  be  regretted  that  the  two 
Medical  Officers  who  carried  out  the  work  during  the  year- 
have  resigned  %  Dr.  Borman  to  take  up  an  appointment  abroad 
and  Dr.  Aitchis.on  because  of  ill-health. 

The  vital  statistics  for  1949  are 
satisfactory  when  allowance  Is  made  for  the  excess  of  old 
and  invalid  immigrant  persons.  The  result  is  a  relatively 
low  birth  rate  (13*12  per  thousand,  population  compared  with 
I6.7  per  thousand  for  the  whole  country)  and  a  relatively 
high  death  rate  22.0  per  thousand  population  which  on 
correction  for  age  distribution  gives  a  rate  of  15.4  compared 
with  11.7  per  thousand  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  no 
infant  deaths.  There  ha„s  been  no  abnormal  prevalence  of 
infectious  disease.

A  total  of  14  persons  were  aided  of 
whom  3  were  maternity  eases.  3%  of  the  cost  was  recovered. 
This  low  recovery  rate  was  due  to  the  fact  that  most  of 
those  aided  were  old  and  had  small  incomes.
